| their Cuſtoms, that of whatever of theſe 
Sects or Septs the Father 1s, the Sons 
naturglly- incline 'to follow it. 

Amongit the 1riſh there is a kind of 
Feaſting, called by them Coſhering, where 
' the Rhymers and Harpers Sing and Play, 
and their Songs are uſually in Commen- 
Cation of Theft, Murther , Rebellion, 
Treaſon and Fictions; invented, as 1s 
ſuppoſed, to ſtir them up to imitate the 
Examples of their Anceſtors; for here 
| they make repetition how many Cows. 

they had: ſtolen, how many _ Murthers 
they had.committed , how many times. 
they had Rebelled againſt their Prince, 
what Spoils and Ountrages they had done 
againſt the Ezghſh, &c. As for the man- 
. ner of their ſitting at this Banquet, It 1s 
upon bundles of Straw, with Straw {trew- 
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ed over their Feet and Leggs, on which 
they place their Diſhes and Platters, as 
on a Table; and in Summer tune for ' 
Straw, they uſe green Ruſhes. "Tis 
counted a great Sin amonglt them, to 
cat any Fleſh on Wedneſdays, Fridays 
and Saturdays: They eat "their Meat 
_ in many places, without Bread; and 
mnſtead of Thrafhing Oats, . Burn them 
out of the Straw, Winnowing them from 
the Aſhes; and where they have no Mills, 
as there are few in the Country, you 
may ſee the Women fitting on their 
Breech, with a Mortar between their bare 
Thighs, beating Oatmeal with a great 
Stone, or Wooden Pounder, not valu-_ 
ing who are SpeQators : Upon the Saints 
Eves they. are very Superſtitious, but e- 
ſpecially on May-Eve; where, like fo 
many Drunken Bachinalians, they run a- 
bout, tinckling Pans-and Ketcles, making 
a confuſed Noiſe, and Conſorting it with 
their Volces, in the manner of the Old 
Pagans, ſtrewing the Streets with Herbs 
and Flowers. 

St. Patrick (though it is much doubt- 
ed whether there ever was ſuch a Saint) 
is held amongſt them in ſuch Veneration, 
that it is held more dangerous. to ſpeak |} 
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| againſt him, than to reproach the Deity. 
| They attribute a thouſand Miracles to 
him, as freeing their Land by Prayer.,. 
for ever, from all Venomous Creatures, 
and ſetting up a peculiar Purgatyry, cal- 

| Jed by his Name; the Crafty Prieſts 

| fhewing the Credulous People, an extra- 
| ordinary hollow Cave entering the ſide 

of a Hill, or Mountain, in which there 

is heard a confuſed Noiſe; (no doubt, 
occaſioned by the fall of Waters, ſpring- 

ing out of the Hill, within that 
Jarge Cavern, which might have for-. 
| merly been the ſource of ſome River, 
' Now turning its courſe underground, an- 
other way ;. or the the effe&s of an Earth- 
quake) and telling them, in this place 
| the Sonls of thoſe that dye unabſolved,. 
| @&c. are Tormented , : whoſe cries occa- 
' fion the Noiſe that iſſnes thence, and 
by this Bugg-bear, ſcrew much Money 
out of them: But the greateſt Miracle 
this Saint ever did, was, to walk with

the Chriſtian Faith, came for Ireland, | 
and planted the Chriſtian Religion, work- | 
ing a great many more Miracles than 
are true. _ | 
As for the Wells, that are attributed 
to Saints, there are many , which de- 
monſtrate the fooliſh Superſtition of the | 
Triſh ; in the Eaſt part of Dublin, is St, 
Patricks ; to which, on the 17th of March, | 
his Birth-day, all the People Crowd, | 
and having drank the Water, imake it | 
their buſineſs for 4 days, to tell what | 
Wonders it has done. On the Welt is | 
St. James's Well, where a Feaſt is Cele- |} 
brated on the 25th of July, and a great | 
Fair is kept, the Commodities heing on- | 
iy Ale; and the Cuſtom is, to throw 
the Water of this Well over their heads. ! 
On the South is Sajnr-ſurdays Well, a Saint | 
never 
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never heard. of in the Golden Legend ; 
and on the North St, Dollock, with ma- 
ny others: And in a Well called St. 
Fohr*s Well, they ſay, that on his day, 
wo Trouts are ſeen Swiming, and no 
other time ; and that once, a Baker dip- 
ping in his Pail, catched-up one of them ; 
vpon which he heard a dreadful Voice, 
commanding him to let 1t go, but thinking 
to make a dinner of it, he reſolved to carry 
it home,but was prevented, for in the way
